As the dean of Hollywood 
makeup artists. Jack will be missed by the whole movie 
faternity. But his craftsmanship will continue to live whenever 
the familar face of Frankenstein is flashed on a movie screen. 
As long as there are movies, Jack Pierce will have a tribute. 
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JACK PIERCE FRANKENSTEIN'S 



Jt was a sad affair. Pathetic almost. The 
audience hardly filled a solid row of 
pews. A minister who had never met Jack 
Pierce, dean of the Hollywood makeup 
artists, was trying to eulogize him but 
could find little to say except to quote 
passages of scriptures and pray. 

In the audience of 24 persons only 
three were makeup men. His brothers of 
the craft he had helped to found were 
unable to attend the services. A few sent 
flowers but most of them found it in¬ 
convenient to say farewell in person. 

It might be said this was the usual 
funeral movie pioneers have come to 
expect. A brief blurb in the TIMES, a 
precise, well oiled service and a plot at 
Forest Lawn. Few have rated much more 
than that. 

“Who was Jack Pierce?” someone 
asked after the services. The usher being 
addressed mumbled something about 
Pierce’s career as a makeup man at a 
studio and the subject was dropped. 
Somehow the modern father of Franken¬ 
stein seemed to deserve a better answer. 

The re-birth of the double-domed 
freak dreamed up by Mary Shelley was a 
Hollywood milestone for two men. Pierce 
and Boris Karloff. Prior to Universal’s 
decision to film the classic horror tale, 
Pierce was an unkown makeup man and 
Karloff had enjoyed almost bit player 
status among the casting departments of 
the studios. He lived by landing small 
parts in major films or major parts in 
minor pictures. 

At 42 his hand-to-mouth existance 
made him wonder if he would ever 
achieve any degree of security in the 
profession he had chosen. Like many men 
before and since however, Karloff seemed 
to have a charm hanging over his career. 
At a low point in his life, Jimmy Whale, 
one of the most respected directors at 
Universal Studios sent for him. 

Whale offered to screen test Karloff 
for the part of a monster if he would 
agree to wear whatever makeup was 
designed by Jack Pierce - no matter how 
uncomfortable it was. Shattered by the 
prospect on not having his normal face 
exposed to public view, Karloff decided 
to accept anyway, reasoning a part was a 
part and he needed the money. 

Since Pierce was too busy during the 
day to experiment with monster makeup, 
he invited the actor to see him at night 
while they tried different combinations. 
Pierce at this time was known as a good

makeup artist - a hard working technician 
who knew his business and was respected 
by his peers. No one expected more than 
a suitable face for low budget project that 
would be convincing to an audience. 

As Pierce and Karloff worked through 
the long hours of the night, they became 
fascinated by the creature taking shape. 
Far more time was lavished on the make¬ 
up than was warrented by the studios 
investment, but the pair seemed com¬ 
pelled to continue the development of 
the Frankenstein monster. 

Few things an actor was ever asked to 
wear was more painful and fatiguing than 
the clumsy plaster mask Pierce invented 
for Karloff. “It took from four to six 
hours to make me up,” Karloff remem¬ 
bered later. They were hours spend mo¬ 
tionless in a barber chair while layers of 
plaster were placed on his hands and face. 

Pierce used lengths of cotton soaked in 
collodion to make veins, then covered 
them with thick layers of gray-green 
grease paint. Karloff was forbidden to 
smoke because the materials used in his 
makeup were flammable and he might 
have been severly burned. 

Karloffs normal height was built up to 
seven feet six inches and his legs were 
incased in braces attached to his extra 
heavy shoes which prevented him from 
bending his knees, causing the shuffling 
walk Frankenstein became famous for. 

In the heat of midsummer, Karloff was 
expected to wear a thick quilted suit to 
increase his bulk and the heat caused him 
to sweat profusely. This in turn made his 
makeup crumble and small bits of it 
would fall into his eyes. When this oc- 
cured the pain was almost unbearable. 

Through it all, neither Pierce nor 
Karloff even guessed their future lives 
would revolve around this single achiev¬ 
ement. Both men were “type cast” from 
that moment on, to continue the monster 
movie cult they were founding with the 
1931 version of Frankenstein. 

The very next year Karloff was cast by 
Whale for the part of a butler in The Old 
Dark House - but this time it was his own 
face that frightened audiences. Pierce put 
Frankenstein makeup on Karloff two 
more times before the actor went on to 
other roles. 

The impressive profits of Franken¬ 
stein, ($12,000,000 on it’s first release) 
induced the studio to try other horror 
films the Mummy, a 3700 year old corpse 
that comes to life was created by Pierce. 


Later the Wolfman and other sub-human 
creatures were produced in his lab - but 
none ever gained the acceptance and 
stature of his original creature. 

Then after 22 years at Universal, 
Pierce was notified his services were no 
longer needed. The era on which his 
career had been founded was past. His 
techniques of plaster, burlap, and fullers 
earth were now out dated. Foam rubber, 
plastics and other modern materials had 
replaced the older, inferior products. 

In semi-retirement, Pierce took oc¬ 
casional assignments at the various stu¬ 
dios when he could find work, but mostly 
he lived in the rememberances of things 
past. The days of his glory when he was 
touted as the only man who had been 
able to wear Lon Chaney’s mantle as dean 
of Hollywood makeup men. 

Few of his old friends saw much of 
him. The studio department heads were 
too busy working on their own projects 
to spend much time with Pierce. He came 
to be looked upon as a has been, a man 
who had out lived his times. 

Once on a daytime TV show the host 
asked Pierce to show his audience how he 
would install a set of bulging plastic eyes, 
using the host as a subject. The demons¬ 
tration ended in disaster when a tiny flaw 
in the plastic scratched the man’s eye, 
almost causing blindness. 

Commenting on the eye mishap one 
makeup man told me, “That was the way 
Pierce did things. He had plenty of balls, 
he would try almost anything hoping it 



would work. But he had plenty of savy 
too and often could dream up ways of 
solving a problem that worked like a 
charm, but not many people could get to 
know him very well.” 

Born in Athens, Greece in 1889, Jack 
P. Pierce died in Burbank a few blocks 
from the scenes of his greatest triumphs 
Alone through most of his life, he left il 
the same way. Forgotten were his achie¬ 
vements and moments of genius, those 
rare times when an artist and audience 
discover each other and a classic motion 
picture is born. 

When one of Hollywood’s pioneers is 
laid to rest, the town bids a last farewell 
the only way it knows - by staying 
away. Who can say, after all his years of 
obscurity, Jack P. Pierce, the modern 
father of Frankenstein might have pre- 
fered it that way.

Coburn, curious about the ruckus, 
enquires and finds that: 

“They argue about the languages 
here,” a waitress advises him. “That 
woman and her husband argue about 
Flemish language-that it should be 
taught in schools here in Belgium. 

“About fifty per-cent citizens of Bel¬ 
gium are French, so we argue against 
them. That’s what trouble is.” 

Pogostin, not one to mince words, 
wrote the ancient argument into the 
script. And from the looks of things, 
during filming of the scene, the script was 
okay. 

Several citizens standing outside the 
tavern watching the filming from the 
door saw the action as the man and 
woman were given the “bum’s-rush.” 
Two of them, highly incensed at what 
they heard entered the melee. 

They were slightly chagrinned to have 
Ass’t Director Albert Dumoriter advise 
them that it was strictly for “play-act¬ 
ing.” 

“Hard Contract,” also starring Lilli 
Palmer, Burgess Meredith, Patrick McGee 
and Sterling Hayden, is being filmed in 
color and Panavision by Jack Hildyard, 
Academy Award winner for “Bridge on 
the River Kwai.”

THE AMERICAN FILM INSTITUTE 
INDEPENDENT FILM GRANTS 


The first filmmakers to receive produc¬ 
tion grants under the American Film 
Institute’s “Independent Filmmaker” 
program were announced today by Insti¬ 
tute director George Stevens, Jr. 

Four of the grantees, Nell Cox, David 
Abramson, Storm De Hirsch and Thomas 
McDonough are from New York. Also 
receiving grants are Robert Russet of 
Lafayette, Louisiana, Paul Sharits of Bal¬ 
timore and Jimmy Murakami of Holly¬ 
wood, California. 

The Institute’s production plans in¬ 
clude a program for feature production 
and a $500,000 fund for the support of 
short films by independent and student 
filmmakers. The first student awards were 
announced in April. The purpose of the 
short film production program is to sup¬ 
port individual film artists in the develop¬ 
ment of their careers. Grants are an¬ 
nounced quarterly. 

A special advisory panel made up of 
film curator Willard Van Dyke, film critic 
Stanley Kauffmann and filmmaker James 
Blue worked with Stevens in reviewing 
the numerous proposals and screening the 
many films submitted as examples of the 
applicants’ work. 

STORM DE HIRSCH, 37, will receive 
$8,000 for a project “The Tattooed Man” 
which deals with a man’s inner thoughts. 
Miss De Hirsch who started as a poet said 
that she “wanted the imagery of poetry 
to jump off the page and get into action” 
and this led to filmmaking. Her films are 
currently being distributed by the Film- 
Makers’ Cooperative. 

THOMAS MCDONOUGH, 28, will re¬ 
ceive $6,000 to do a film entitled: “The 
National Flower of Brooklyn” which will 
combine documentary and animation 
techniques. He was the co-director of 
“12-12-42” which won the Grand Prix at 
Oberhausen and has been shown at film 
festivals throughout the world. Mr. 
McDonough has worked professionally in 
films for more than eight years as a 
writer, cameraman, editor and teacher. 

DAVID ABRAMSON, 28, will receive 
$8,120 for a film which will explore in 
dramatic and documentary form a wo¬ 
man’s conflicts arising from the problem 
of an illegal abortion. Mr. Abramson’s 
film “Girl on a Landscape” won a Certifi¬ 
cate of Merit at the 1966 San Francisco 
Film Festival. 

NELL COX, 30, was awarded $9,000 
to make a documentary film on Frank¬ 
fort, Kentucky, and its 25,000 people. 
She intends to ihvestigate the mood of 


American today through this small town. 
Miss Cox has extensive experience in the 
documentary film and has worked with 
filmmakers Leacock, Pennebaker, Drew 
and Maysles.

“My predilection for making Westerns 
as distinguished from other kinds of 
stories,” Peckinpah explains, “is more a 
question of interest in human motivations 
and human beings than it is for a love of 
horses. What interests me in particular in 
my present assignment is the ‘mystique’ 
of violence, and ‘the Wild Bunch’ is about 
a group of men who live by the code of 
violence. They are not ‘good’ men; but 
they do live according to a moral code of 
their own, and according to rules of their 
own. Yet, from the point of view of these 
characters in their story, their wild and 
free way of life is in reality superior to 
the empty and rigid code which the wider 
community accepts.” 

Sam Peckinpah as a director insists on 
putting himself on the spot as far as the 
responsibility for his work is concerned. 
“The Wild Bunch,” which stars William 
Holden, Robert Ryan, Ernest Borgnine, 
Edmond O’Brien, Warren Oates and 
Jaime Sanchez, a Phil Feldman Produc¬ 
tion for Warner Bros.-Seven Arts, is, he 
insists, his measure. “As a director,” he 
states, “I must bear the responsibility for 
my picture. If it turns out well, I’ve done 
my job well. If it fails, then I have 
failed.” 

For his high standards of excellence 
which he insists in applying to his own 
work, Sam Peckinpah has in the past paid 
the price of such individualism. “I direc¬ 
ted a lot of TV for several years,” he 
explains, “instead of directing pictures, 
because I had established a reputation as 
a film director who had to please himself, 
and who had to meet his own standards.”
